How many men who have a 
calendar of the year hanging 
beside their desks—how many 
of the people who can't keep 
house without an almanac— 
know that about 300 years ago a 
very important change waa 
made in our reckoning of time? 
Upto the time of Julius Cwsar, 
the Romans divided the year 
into 10 months, of very unequal 
lengths. One of the chief pur- 
poses of acalendar isto mark a 
fixed date as a beginning of a 
year, and todo this, it should ke 
always at the same distance 
from the spring and fall equi- 
noxes. In the time of Cresar, 
the science of astronomy was 
not very exact, and the small 
errorof 11 minutesin the length 
of the year was made. In the 
sixteenth century the church- 
men, who had a great many 
religiv us festivals, found that 
whereas the equinox was on 
March 25 when the Julian cal- 
endar was made, in 1582 it had 
fallen back to March 11. The 
great festival of the church, 
Easter, was thus getting back 
into the winter. Pope Gregory 
XIII came to the rescue, and 
after consultation with the 
learned of the day, issued, in 
October, 1582,a brief by which 
the date was arbitrarily ad- 
vanced 10 days—and that is our 
present calendar. Russia, under 
the Greek church, did not fol- 
low this, and still keeps the old 
style.

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NEW YORK BY CGASLICHT. 
THE CRIMES OF A GREAT CITY.—WHAT THE MATRON 
DOES AT POLICE HEADQUARTERS FOR THE FEMALE 
PRISONERS. 


Until recently all the female prisoners in New 
York have been received and attended to by 
men. Butarecent enactment has provided an 
improvement by adding a female inspector to 
the regular force. Whenit is considered that 
many of the female prisoners reach the station 
house under the influence of liquor and that 
every prisoner must be searched before going 
to acell,the propriety of such an office is at 
once apparent and the wonder is that it was not 
instituted long ago. The arrests among women 
are not all confined to outcasts but include 
many who, while not within the pale of 
reputable society, are still somewhat above 
that class, to say nothing of the numerous in- 
stances where the prisoners are merely sus- 
pects and who cannot be properly included 
among the criminal class till their guilt is 
proven. There are occasional instances also of 
visitiug females indulging somewhat too freely 
in the cup that cheers, and landing quite unex- 
pectedly ina station house. These cases are 
not 80 rare as one might suppose nor are their 
victims particularly criminal. There isalsoa 
department for lodging homeless women, and 
of course they are necessarily under some in- 
spection. The “lodging” cannot be called 
either comfortable or luxurious, the extent of 
the provision merely affording a bare plank on 
which to sleep. Some of these unfortunates 
come to the lodging room with a good dram in- 
side taken to keep out the cold. Inthe heat of 
the room this soon has an effect and it is not an 
unfrequent occurrence to have a full fledged 
riot in progress before the night is over. It is 
horrible to consider how dreadfully exposed 
some of these women are and to what stress the 
matron is put to sew their clothing sothat they 
will be respectable when they reach court. 
When they are injured or sick they are taken 
toa patente room and no one goes near them 
but the matron and the surgeon.

JAY GOULD, 
How THE GREAT AMERICAN FINANCIER LIVES.—HIS 
DAILY WORK, AND How He Has AMASSED HIS 
FORTUNE. 


Jay Gould, the great king of Wall Street, whose 
fame has filled both the old world and the new, is not 
a remarkable person so faras his personal sppenr- 
ance is concerned. There is none of the striking in- 
dividuality in his face that was so prominent a 
feature of the late Henry Ward Beecher, and but for 
the intense interest that surrounds his every move- 
ment, he would attract but little attention in the 
hurrying throngs that surge to and fro in the vicinity 
of Wall and Broad Streets, where stands amid a per- 
fect network of telegraph wires the building of the 
New York Stock Exchange. 

He is considerably undersized, probably not more 
than 5 feet,5 inches, and isalight delicately built 
man. He is in the neighborhood of five and fifty, and 
his once dark hair is strongly marked with gray. A 
heavy beard covering the lower part of his face gives 
him a look of muscular strength that is greatly de- 
ceiving, for his weight is not much over 120 lbs. The 
top of his head however, shows where his real 
sengt lies; the forehead being wide and deep, the 
top of the skull showing an area that acconnts for 
the wonderful brain underneath. A straight nose 








if he doesn’t, that more fortunes are lost in a day in 
Wall Street than are made in ayear. And in the 
nature of things it must be so. In no other business 
would men engage without previous knowledge ex- 
cept in eae: And when they fail they cr 
fraud, and call men like Gould thieves, robbers an¢ 
pitlagers, As a matter of fact, Mr. Gould has but lLit- 
le to do with the control of the market, and has all 
he can do to manage his own vast interests. 

Statements purporting to come from Mr. Gould re- 
garding the state of the market can invariably be put 
down as false. He rarely divulges his plans, and is 
notoriously a silent man, Infact so marked is this 
habit, that few men are seen in conversation with 
Mr. Gould on his daily ride toand from his home in 
Irvington, and bitter experience has taught him that 
his lightest remark is liable to be misconstrued, and 
he is exceedingly careful in his conversation even 
with his intimates. 

Mr. Gould's home—the one that is really his home 
—overlooks the beautiful Hudson and is situated in 
the charming village of Irvington, the home of Wash- 
ington Irving, and the scene of Major Andre’s capture 
during the Revolution. All around the vicinity are 
historical associations and romantic memories. His 
home is almost feudal in its aspect, standing as it 
does on a high bank commanding a view of the Hud- 
8 gy famous palisades and its picturesque high- 

ands. 

Around the Gould’s house are spacious grounds 
given to the cultivation of rare and beautiful flowers. 
Mr. Gould’s green houses are famouseven in this 
region of magnificent horticultural possessions. This 
is Mr. Gould’s hobby, and during the lifetime of Mrs. 
Gould, much of his time was spent with her in the 


development of their floral treasures. The green 
houses are open at all times to visitors, and are 
rarely without appreciative spectators. The house 


itself is built of white granite and resembles an old

time baronial castle. It was built atan enormous 
cost by a banker who went down in the mad whir! of 
Wall Street, and came into the hands of Mr. Gould at 
merely a nominal figure. It is quietly but expen- 
sively furnished, and has an air of quiet comfort 
throughout, Mr. Cyrus W. Field is a neighbor of 
Mr. Gould's, as is Mr. John D. Rockefeller of Stan- 
dard Oil fame. Although Mr. Gould’s means are 
ample he has never, like the Vanderbilts, had any 
social aspirations. His home life is one of the most

somewhat larger than usual, and a pair of piercing 
black eyes complete the picture of a man who in the 
short time he has spent in life has probably attracted 
more attention, and has caused more discussion than 
almost any other man in this pores { with possibly 
the exception of General Grant. Like Grant he 

the same stolid demeanor in the face of trying 
situations. Nothing seems to ruffle the calm im- 
penetrable manner that marks the great financier. [ 
remember on one occasion he called forthe footing 
of a certain account. The poweneetes gave the 
figures only to discover a few moments later that his 
calculations were $100,000 out of the way. and Mr. 
Gould had left the office! By good luck the clerk 
over took him in the office of his favorite broker with 
a slouch hat drawn over his eyes and his feet perched 
onarailing. ‘I made a mistake, Mr. Gould,” panted 
the clerk, “the amount should have been $100,000

less.’ Mr. Gould merely nodded his head, but other- 
wise gave no sign that the blunder might have cost 
him what to us would be a great fortune. 

Probably few men have suffered so much from the 
misrepresentations of m ided speculators as Jay 
Gou There is no possible excuse for the mis- 
fortunes that befall the unwary in Wall Street. No 

here in the world are the pitfalls so numerous or 

e traps so dangerous. Every min ought to know, 


simple and unpretentious imaginable; during his 
wife's lifetime he found his sole recreation in her 
society. No scandal has ever touched Mr. Gould’s 
domestic life, though his association with the notori- 
ous Jim Fiske exposed him to many temptations, but 
through it all he emerged with a spotless reputation. 
In the death of his wife two years ago he suffered an 
irreparable loss, and has never been the same man 
since. Many stories are told of his wife’s unselfish 
devotion to him, and during all the exciting scenes 
through which he has passed she was always by his 
side to soothe his tired nerves and give him renewed 
strength and courage. Mobs have been before the 
Gould mansion in New York, and crowds of infuriated 
men have besieged his office in WallSt. The only sign 
of nervousness he ever gave was a violent headache, 
which his wife was wont to drive away with gentle 
ministrations. 

Mr. Gould’s family at present consists of his daugh- 
ter Nellie, who is now a young lady, his son Edward 
and his married son George, with the latter’s two 
sons. It is related of Miss Nellie Gould whileona 
visit to the Treasury at -Washington that the 
custodian unaware of his visitor’s identity handed 
her a package containing a million dollars, and 
seemed to enjoy her apparent pleasure. ‘‘When you 
go home,” said he, “you can brag to your friends 
that you had as muchasa million dollars in your 
hand at one time.”’ As her father is worth a hundred 
times that amount the experience W&5 uot so novel 
as the worthy custodian imagined, 

In the winter Mr. Gould removes to New York, but 
the first sign of fae | sees him back to his country 
home, Almost any afternoon he may be encountered 
on the local train that runs to Tarrytown. On the 
whole Mr. Gould cannot be considered a happy man. 
‘“‘He that multiplieth riches multiplieth cares,” says 
the Good Book, and Mr. Gould is noexception. He 
cannot find pleasure in society so much is he stared 
at, and his every word, no matter how commonplace, 
is eagerly seized and commented upon. If by any 
hook or crook it can be construed as to having any 
commercial significance, the opportunity is im- 
mediately seized upon, much to the regret of people 
acting thus mg tg & as it frequently happens. As no 
man likes to be the innocent cause of suffering Mr. 
Gould is perforce obliged to seek his own counsel, 
and the p easure that is derived from contact with 
one’s fellowmen is ina great measure denied to the 
richest man in the world.

Nothing can be in worse taste than the sending of 
these savage pictures, and I would advise all my 
friends to beware of the practice; it can rarely be 
done with safety, and the pain thus inflicted is mot 
soon forgotten ; 

On the other hand, the sending of a pretty valentine 
is one of the pleasantest ways of declaring an interest 

in the recipient. Many a bashful swain has found 
gecape from his embarrassment through this delight- 
ful channel, and the first tender awakening to a new 
passion has been revealed by the delicate tracery with 
its bewitching words of sweetness. It forms one of 
the garden spots of life, and manya heart dates its 
happiness from the fourteenth of February. ; 

t. Valentine’s day has also been a great favorite 
with the poets. Among the first to canonize the 
lover’s patron saint was Shakespeare, who has in 
turn been followed by peg every promi writer 
since. Books have been written and stories told of 
St. Valentine ever since the beginning of the Chris- 
tian Era, and his admirers grow in number every day. 
It is the one day sacred to the divine passior. 

But the true proper ceremony of St. Vulemtine’s 
day was the drawing of a kind of lottery, followed by 
ceremonies not much unlike what is generally called 
the game of forfeits. Misson,a learned traveler, of 
the early part of the last century, gives apparently a 
correct account of the principal ceremonial of the 
day. “On the eve of St. Valentine’s day,’ he says, 
“the young folks in England and Scotland, “it = very 
ancient custom, celebrate a little festival. m equal 
number of maids and bachelors get together; eacb 
writes their true or some feigned name upon separate 
billets, which they roll up, and draw by way of lots, 
the maids taking the men’s billets,and the men the 
maids’; so that each of the young men lights upon 4 
girl that he calls his valentine, and each of the girle 
upon a young man whom she calls hers. By this 
means each has two valentines; but the man sticks 
faster to the valentine that has fallen to him than te 
the valentine to whom he has fallen. Fortune hav- 
ing thus divided the company into so many, the val- 
entines ve balls and treats to their mistresses, wear 
their billets several] days upon their bosoms or sleeves. 
and this little sport often ends in love.”’ : 

“A forward Miss in the “Connoissuer,’’a series 6! 
essays published in 1754-56, thus adverts to othe: 
notions with respect to the day: “Last Friday was 
Valentine's Day, and the night before, I got five bay- 
leaves, and pinned four of them to the four corners oc! 
my pillow, and the fifth to the middle; and then if ! 
dreamt of my sweetheart, Betty said we should be 
married before the year was out. But to make if 
more sure,I boiled an egg hard,and took out the 
yolk and filled it with salt; and when I went to bed, 
ate it, shell and all without speaking or drinking 
after it. We also wrote our lovers’ names upon bite 
of paper, and rolled them up inclay, and put them 
into water; and the first that rose was to be our val- 
entine. Would you think it? Mr. Blossom was my 
man. I lay abedand shut my eyes all the morning, 
for I would not have seen another man before him fos 
all the world.” 

February is also entitled to the distinction of bav- 
ing witnessed the birth of George Washington, the 
Father of his country. Within the brief period of its 
existence this country has produced more than its 
share of eminent men, but historians agree that ins. 
point of public influence, love of his country, and 
magnificent achievements, Washington stands withb- 
out a parallel. 

Among the greatest characters Washington stand, 
unique for the purity of his purpose, his spotless ix. 
tegrity and unselfish devotion to the cause of liberty 
and equality. Himself an aristocrat and slave holder, 
Washington early realized the horrors of the system. 
and resolved to have no further part in slavery so fa: 
as he was personally concerr ed. 

But little is really known of Washington’s early life. 
and we are indebted to the fertile i ination of his 
favorite biographer Weems for the dmewhat engag- 
ing story of the Cherry Tree. The elder Washington 
returned home one day to witness the ruin of a faver- 
ite cherry tree. It had been ruthlessly cut to pieces 
and the stern parent was exceedingly wroth. He 
strode angrily to the house and summoned the chil- 
dren before him. It was a trying ordeal for the little 

veople, and it must have taken a stout little heart te 

ace that angry parent and say as George said, 
“Father I cannot tell a lie. I did it with my litue 
hatchet.” 

The truthfulness and manly courage of the little fe)- 
low touched the father’s heart, and all his an Vab- 
ished, “Come to my arms, my boy,” he exclaimed, “1 
would rather lose a thousand cherry trees than have 
you tell a lie!” 

The place is still pig out on the Rappahanock 
where Washington is alleged to have thrown a dollar 
clear across a distance of nearly half a mile. “Im- 
possible,” remarked one of our recent distinguished 
French visitors, who was here at the time of the York- 
town Celebration, “it seems impossible that the 
young man could have thrown a dollar so far as that.” 
“Not at all,” replied Senator Evarts, to whom the re- 
mark was addressed, ‘Your Grace must know that a 
dollar in those days would go further than it does 
now.” It is questionable whether the subtleties of an 
American joke are appreciated by a foreigner. 

Washington was always a strict disciplinarian, and 
a great stickler for promptness. Yet he fell a victim 
to Cupid and was guilty of the unpardonable sin of 
keeping a company awaiting his arrival. Stopping 
for afew moments at the home of the Widow Custis, 
he ordered his negro servant to hold his horse ti?) he 
should reappear. The moments sped along on only 
the wings a lover knows, and soon the darkey became 
uneasy. There was no help for it, and though the 
snow i that time had nearly covered both horse and 
rider the servant dared not call his master. When at 
length Washington came out, he was ready to box the 

oor negro for his failure to remind him of the time. 

oamount of explanation could relieve the young 
man’s embarrassment, and he suffered all manner of 
chaff from the guest who divined the cause of his de- 
tention throughout the balance of the evening, 

A visit to his old home in Mount Vernon last sum- 
mer did more to acquaint me with the sweet ae er 
ity of Washington’s home life than oe book I have 
ever read. There was the old harpsichord on whieb 
his niece Nellie played the old-fashioned musie of 
the day, that alas was usually of a sombre and 
niclancholy kind. But the room looked out on a 
lovely view, and the quiet Potomac shone in the dis- 
tance. I could well imagine how Washington with 
his calm, reflective nature could enjoy the quaint old 
hymns that were played at eventide. the 

ortico one can almost see the spire of the church in 
Alesandtin where the family attended divine service. 
The white porcelain name plate is still affixed to the 
creaking door, and the little wooden church remains 
the same. 

The twenty-second day of February therefore will 
go down in history as one of the days on which a great 
heart came into the world. The work of Washin 
will yet engulf the monarchies of the old world. The 
doctrine of the divine right of Kings is got bat 
surely disappearing before the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence.

Messonier is the head of the 
great painters of France,and his work commands 
fabulous prices. Mrs. Mackay’s portrait as painted 
by him was rejected. The artist was furious, and 
declined either to sell the picture or destroy it. In- 
stead, he sentit tothe Salon, after intimating that 
the lady’s chief objection arose from the fact that the 
wrinkles and other evidences of age were too faith- 
fully FO pT OSneae As most celebrated women are 
grossly flattered in the portraits exposed for sale, 
the sinister remark of the artist was accepted as 
true, and the critics enjoyed themselves immensely, 
and the press on both sides of the channel for weeks 
and weeks discussed whether Mrs. Mackay’s 
wrinkles were or were not too,pronounced, whether 
her claw feet and sunken eyes were or were not 
caricatured. 

Allthis did not prove pleasant reading for Mrs. 
Mackay, and it is quite certain that should the offend- 
ing journals get within the pale of libel, it will fare 
hard with them. Mr. Mackay spends most of his 
time in New York, and is rarely present at his wife’s 
social festivities. The best of fedling prevails, how- 
ever, and the husband is left to follow his business 
interests, as they may demand his a.tention, 

His other partners in the mine are still residents 
of San Francisco, and I suppose it would be hard to 
find another firm so famous, and yet composed of 
such retiring men as that of the Great Bonanza Firm 
of California.

I have such an interesting letter to give vou this 
month from Physician.

“Some of your readers write that they don’t like 
Dickens. 
reading, an appreciation of his works must be an ac- 
quired taste. But to read him carefully, I don’t see 
how one can very well help liking him. Where will 
you find a more pathetic incident in fiction than the 
death of Little Nell? Where a more interesting story 
for children than ‘The Christmas Carol’? here 
more genuine mirth than in ‘Pickwick Papers’? Each 
one of his stories isa study in human nature. Per- 
haps my own predelictions may color my opinion, but 
it seems to me that onecan gain much of pleasure 
and of knowledge in reading his novels. Another 
thing, they are all pure, although many of his charac- 
ters are drawn from the lowest classes, yet they offer 
no immoral suggestions. A number of yearsago I 
heard him read two of his short stories, after the read- 
ing I was introduced and took supper with him. One 
evening about a year later I was sauntering along 
the Champs Elysees in Paris; my attention was ut- 
tracted by some music in one of the Cafes chantants 
which are locatedthere. Entering I found a seat near 
the stage. During an intermission in the perform- 
unce, I heard a gentleman sitting behind me give an 
order to a waiter for cigarettes and cave noir. I recog- 
nized the voice, and turning, saw Charles Dickens. 
He always remembered faces and spoke to me atonce, 
although it was more than a year since I had met 
him. I passed avery pleasant evening in his com- 
pany. A year later, I was in London, I visited West- 
minster Abbey one afternoon in the early autumn. 
High in the nave, near the Poets corner, ure several 
stained glass windows, through one of which the sun- 
light filtered, casting a yellow light upon the tessel- 
lated floor; and in the colored shadow cast by the 
autuuinal sun, I read in brass letters sunk in the mar- 
ble pavement at my feet: ‘Charles Dickens, Born 
February the seventh, 1812, died June the ninth, 1870.’ 
A few years ago, I had occasion to employ a lady as 
nurse for one of my family, who hus remained since 
as housekeeper. She wasa protege of Dickens, and 
had lived in bis family for ten years. Through her I 
have learned much of Dickens’ life, and also of his 
friends whom she knew, Thackery, Jerrold, Lord Lyt- 
ton, Wilkie Collins and many others. She is the 
heroine of one of his short stories, and was engaged 
to marry one of Dickens’ friends whom he has pic- 
tured under the name of Sidney Carton in ‘The Tale 
of Two Cities.’ Some of COMFORT’S readers have 
asked advice regarding choice of reading.

The Woman’s Building of ‘The 


World’s Columbian Exposition. 
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MEN AND WOMEN BOW 
TO GOLDEN CALF. 








HEBE are in the history of the world many names 

of women who have achieved distinction, and we 

hear often of women of the present day who are 

engaged abroad in doing work forthe good ani 
betterment of mankind, But inno other country on 
which the warm sunshines has woman made such 
strides toward emancipation and liberty and equality 
as she hasin this. In other countries the few who 
can write great novels, or be doctors or be leaders in 
great movements do s0 perhaps without loss of their 
own self-respect or the respect of their man ahh 
In this country notonly can those greatly gifted du 
as others do elsewhere; but women of more mode-t 
ability or attainments can here pursue happiness ur 
seek independence and a livelihood as they please 
without any loss of caste or reputation. 

It was fitting therefore that when it was decided 
upon that an International Exposition should be 
held in 1893 that due provision should be made for 
the execution of women's work and progress. 

In the Act of Congress providing for the due cele- 
bration of the landing of Columbus, the commission 
constituted under that act Was authorized and re- 
quired to appoint a board of lady managers of a 
number and with duties to be prescribed by the com- 
mission, and the board of lady managers was by the 
‘act given dig to appoint one or more members of 
all committees authorized to award prizes for ex- 
hibits which may be produced in whole or in part by 
female labor. 

Soon after the permanent organization of the Com- 
mission ita pees the Hon. Thomas W. Palmer 
announced the names of the ladies he had appointe:! 
on the Board by virtue of the authority transferre:! 
to him by the Commission itself. The Board wa; 
composed of ladies cither well known to the nation 
or of standing in their own localities. Among them 
were Mrs.John A. Logan of Washington and Mis. 
Frances E. Willard of Evanston, Ill., whose name as 
that of an able earnest worker in the cause of tem- 

erance reform is known the country over. The 

oard organized with Mrs, Potter Palmer of Chicago 
a3 President. 

Under the auspices of these ladies and by their 
direction plans were made for the Woman's Building 
and 60 energetic was the Board that the building wa» 
the first to be begun upon the site chosen for the 
fair on the bank of Lake Michigan. The building i+ 
now well advanced toward completion, 

A good situation was chosen for the building. It ix 
on the shore of the lagoon which is to be maiv 
within the enclosure. It is just to the north of the 
Horticultural Building and only a thousand feet or su 
away from the mammoth building in which will be 
menees the exhibits of Manufactures and Liberal 

r 

A prize of one thousand dollars was offered for the 
best design and this, appropriately enough, was wou 
by a woman, Miss Sophia G, Hayden of Boston. It is 
intended and hoped that all the interior decoration 
and arrangement will be the invention of women. 

As may be seen in the picture the building is to be 
a very beautiful one of classic architecture. It is to 
be two stories high. At the two ends and at the cen- 
ter are to be projections or pavilions as they are 
called. Sowill be gained desirable varicty in the 
appearance of the front and in the arrangement of 
the floor space. The projections or pavilions at .the 
end are to be connected with that at the center by an 
open way orarcade the roof of which is to be sup- 
 aalyese by arches carried on columns of pel We atyle. 

pon the balustrade above will be a series classic 
vases, Liferd paca of the second yi? between the 
windows and re-enforcing and beautifying the walls 
are to be more richly ornameuted. The roof is a low 
one and below it and running quite around the build- 
ing will be a cornice elaborately decorated. The 
main entrance of the aera is to bein the center 
of the front and through @ triple archway. This en- 
trance is to be of such beauty that it will in itself ex- 
tend a further invitation to visitors to enter and 
behold, 

The building is to be two hundred feet while its 
front stretches away for four hundred feet. It covers 
one and four-fifths acres of ground. 

The main gallery is to bea large room sixty feet 
wide by two hundred feet long. To the left of this 
will be a room 80x200 feet. In this will be an exhibil 
of what woman has accomplished in the past. At the 
other end of the building, to the right, there will be a 
room of similar size in which will be shown the ways 
and works of women incharities and reforms, mat- 
ters in which all women are vitally interested. 

In the main gallery or elsewhere in the building 
there will be a model kindergarten in which will be 
shown how woman directs aright the first public 
though weak steps of tL: young; a model hospital 
where will be shown woman’s part in the lessening of 
suffering. There will be model kitchens and in 
special rooms demonstrations of how rightand good 
cooking should be done. Under the direction of sub- 
committee means and methods to make our homes 
happler will be shown. Attention will be even to 
the sanitary condition of hous«s, correct plumbing 
and lighting and sr teacgy | to the servant question 
and intelligence office, homes for self-supporting 
women, etc.; cooking schools, co-operative laun- 
dries and bakeries, training schools for nurses and 
servants, diet kitchens, and to food and its supply. 
Nothing which will interest ladies, or instruct them, 
will be omitted. 

There will be rooms for the officers and committees, 
a club room for exhibitors, and for the comfort and 
pleasure of visitors as well as those engaged in the 
eeneeeniens there will be rooms for parlor gather- 
ngs. 

Altogether the building itself as well as the ex- 
hibits within it will be acomplete showing of what 
woman has done and cando to aid the advance of 
civilization. 

Mrs. Palmer, the President, has been abroad, and 
the other members of the Board have been wisely 
energetic, Not only in this country where many of 
the States in making aa det i he have placed a 
hedreds at the disposal of the ladies; lut in every 

uropean land due provision has been made for this 
special department of the exposition. 

The nation was wise then in arranging to Bh the 
ladies recognition and power and responsibility in 
this way, And women, as represented in the Board 
of Lady Managers, has been a mighty and successful 
force inthe preparation for, as they will be in the 
conduct of this greatest of Word's Fairs

In fact, it is safe to affirm that no brilliant 
deed was ever wrought, no noble action ever 
performed until it had first been thought out 
and fought out in someone’s imagination. 
Imagination discovered the new world long be- 
fore Columbus set sail from Palos and Patrick 
er ee in glowing sentences the battles 
of the Revolution long before George Washing- 
ton was ready to fight them. The man of imag- 
ination is always far in advance of his time. 
‘“‘Westward the course of empire takes its way,”’ 
sang Bishop Berkeley one hundred years before 
the foundation of the wonderful city of Chicago, 
or before the name of California was known to 
anyone save the learned members of geograph- 
ical societies. But in singing the praises of the 
men of imagination, let us not be unmindful 
of what we owe to the men of action. We cele- 
brate this month the anniversary of the birth 
of one of the grandest men of action that the 
world has ever known. He was absolutely de- 
void of imagination and that made him so valu- 
able to his country. Had he been visionary, he 
would not have been so trustworthy; could he 
have wielded his pen as well as he did his 
sword, he might have been tempted to fight 
England by proclamation. Grant was also a 
man without imagination and so was Von 
Moltke, as France knows to her sorrow. But in 
our admiration for men of ideas and men of 
action we should not lose sight of the men of 
resources, for often in a humble 
way they accomplish wonders in 
benefiting their fellow-creatures. 
Dean Swift was once asked who in 
his estimation was the man of great- 
est resources that he had ever known 
“That man is a woman,” was his re- 
ply, ‘‘a humble peasant in my ser- 
vice. In peeling my potatoes, she 
was careful to save the eyes intact 
for planting and thus raised yearly 
several bushels for the use of her 
own family; with the bones from 
which I had eaten the meat, she 
daily made a pot of soup for her 
children; my old stockings she un- 
raveled and withthe yarn knit many 
a pair for her little ones; she raised 
six of the finest boys I ever set eyes 
upon, each of whom madeasplendid 
soldier for King George, and while 
doing all these things and a thou- 
and others of the same nature, she 
acted as anvil for the two bigthump, 
ing fists of a drunken husband!”

Cousin 
Drone, just hand me that long -box from the 
upper closet shelf—(whisper it, Bees, but an 
old corset box is just the nicest thing to keep 
knitting needles in) ahd we will soon have all 
provided with the necessary weapons. Excuse 
me, Sister Kate, but what were you going to 
say? 

“Can some one tell me how to makea hug- 
me-tight? Cousin Lou had one given her at 
Christmas, and we have vainly tried to study 
out how it isdone. They are such comfortable 
and convenient things.”’ 

“Yes indeed they are,” says Prairie Rose, 
‘and Ican tell you just how, for I made two 
eniy very winter. Arethere any wooden needles 
in the box, Busy Bee? we want a pair about the 
size ofa small lead pencil. To make one like 
mine, takes about two skeins of Germantown, 
or four balls of Dorcas knitting yarn. Cast on 
58 stitches; knit across and back, garter stitch, 
until. you have 58 ridges. Then-cast on 58 
stitches more, knit 58 ridges with these 116 
stitches. Bind off (loosely) 58 stitches, and 
knit 58 ridges with the 58 stitches remaining. 
Bind off, and you will have a piece in this 
shape: 


Join the edges numbered land 2 together, and 
those numbered 3 and 4, by sewing loosely with 
the yarn. Crochet scallops around the neck 
and arm-holes, and tie with ribbons in front 
These are very warm, and convenient to wear 
under a shawl or jacket.”’

SHELL WORK WRISTLETS. 

Use two shades if you wish of single zephyr, 
it takes from 1 to 1 and 1-2 ounces for a pair. 

Cast on with the worsted double (in double 
stitches) 27 on two needles, 18 onthe third; 9 
stitches form 1 shell, 8 shells the usual size for 
a lady’s wrist, 9 fora gentleman’s (unless ver 
large wrist), do not knit around plain, but wit 
a single thread seam 2, knit 1, widen by throw- 
ing over thread, narrow, continue thus around 
the wristlet. 

2d row.—Seam 2, knit 2 (that includes the loon 
made by widening), widen, knit 3, narrow. 

hog row,—Seam 2, knit 3, widen, knit 2, narrow, 
etc. 

4th row.—Seam 1, knit 4, widen, knit 1, nar- 
row, etc. 

Fifth and last row.—Seam 2, knit 5, widen, 
narrow; this forms one row of shells, then set 
in another shade of worsted if you like and be- 
gin at the first row, bind off on the last row of 
shells at the last row, (be sureand not knit 

lain), but seam, knit, narrow, as usual, bind- 
ing each stitch over the last. Wnen you knit 
the first time around, take the stitches double, 
making 72.

page only. When your half dozen sheets have 
2 arrangements each all mounted, write the 
names, date of gathering and place of gather- 
ing at foot of page. Now, get some water color 
paper and make covers; then with a punch 
make holes at the back of the little book and 
lace with cord or narrow ribbon. Asa finish- 
ing touch, take gold paint and make a straggly 
vine on the cover, and put ‘Bits of Wisconsin 
Woods’ on itin quaint letters. When done you 
have a very pretty ea* for a friend who 
lives in some other State, only substitute the 
name of whatever State the leaves are gathered 
in in place of Wisc. on cover.

PRETTY WORSTED TIDY 
just come over here. 

This tidy is knit in stripes. It requires 2 
coarse steel needles,2 skeins of garnet Ger- 
mantown yarn and 1 and 1-2 skeins of old gold. 

Cast on 22 stitches, knit across plain, purl 
back and so on, until you have knit across 10 
times. Now just reverse this and knit 10 times 
the same as before. This makes it in rows 
across the stripe, one row plain, the other 
purled and so on until ros have the length you 
want yourtidy. Then bind off 6 stitches, drop 
2, bind off Ee 2,and bind off the last 6. 
Now ravelthe stitches dropped to the end of 
the stripe. You want 83 stripes of garnet and 2 
of old gold. Crochet them together and fringe 
the edges. This makesavery pretty tidy and 
anyone who can knit the heel of a stocking can 
knit it without any trouble. When you crochet 
the stripes together, have the plain row come 
opposite the purl. This is easily done, as there 
is no right nor wrong side. Now please try this 
little edging.
